NAVY BALLOON 
CRASHES, IN FOG 


U. S. Dirigible Hits Montain Peak 
When Lost in Heavy Mist 
in the South 

Los Angeles..-The Navy dirigible 
balloon C-6 became lost in a dense 
fog September 30 while proceeding 
from San Diego to San Pedro to take 
part in fleet maneuvers and crashed 
into a mountain peak in the outskirts 
of Hollywood, spilling the car and its 
crew of five men about 200 feet down 
Laurel canyon. Four were hurt. 

The injured were: Lieutenant Gor- 
don G. MeDonald, 28, pilot, both 
ankles broken and badly bruised; 
Lieutenant, Junior Grade, I. A. Pope, 
v5. back wrenched; FKugene Fry, aged 
o2, ehief machinist mate, cut about 
the head and body and_= badly 
bruised; Ralph Hartman, chief quar- 
termaster, cuts and bruises; Ensign 
Joseph Ef. Gowan, badly shaken up. 

Lieutenant McDonald said: 

‘We left San Diego at 6 eelock 
this morning. ® Owing to the heavy 


up to the 1800-foot level, we were 
compelled to fly at an altitude of 
close to 2000 feet. 

“We thought we were close to San 
Pedro and were maneuvering for a 
landing place. We dropped to 1000 
feet, and before we knew it we were 
near a big hill in Laurel canyon. If 
we had had three feet to spare we 
could have zoomed over the top of 
the hill, but at the slow speed at 
which we were traveling it was im- 
possible. The fog shut out every- 
thing just Nike a dark blanket, and 
we were into the crash before we had 
time to think. 

“We struck the top of the hill and 
the crags tore a gash in the side of 
the big bag. At the same time our 
car was torn loose from the dirigible 
and we were catapulted out over the 
hill and down the side for a distance 
of 200 feet.” 

Persons living tn Laurel canyon 
heard the crash and went to the aid 
of the aeronauts. J.ieutenant Me- 
Donald and his men were taken to 
the Los Angeles receiving hospital. 

The gas bag of the dirigible, after 
tearing loose from the car, fell upon 
some trees, which punctured it, re- 
leasing 170,000 feet of gas. 

The dirigible met disaster because 
it was traveling at slow speed, ac- 
cording to Lieutenant McDonald. 
The Tjeutenant said if he had been 
traveling faster he could have 
“‘zoomed'’ over the peak. 


COL. DE CLAIRMONT, 
SF. PIONEER, DEAD 


San Francisco.---Colonel Ralph de 
Clairmont, San Francisco pioneer, 
well known in theatrical and frater- 
nal circles, died Tuesday, September 
28, at his home, 487 Fourth avenue, 
after a lingering illness. Colonel de 
Clairmont was born in France and 
was 86 years old He came to this 
city more than fifty vears ago, hav- 
ing served as a captain. in the United 
States Army during the Mexican War 
and also having fought with the 
Union forces in the Civil War. 

In 1890 GCvolouel de Clairmont went 
to Guatemala, where he served as 
chief of staff under President Bar- 
rillas) He held this position for 
three years and returned to San 
Francisco. For several years he was 
auditor and cashier at the Orpheum 
Theater, retiring in 1906 

Colonel de Clairmont was a mem- 
ber of Herman Lodge, No. 127. F. 
and A. M., and San Francisco bodies, 
No. 1, Scottish Rite Masons. He was 
also a member of Supreme Council 
of thirty-third degree Scottish Rite 
Masons at Washington, D. CC. He 
leaves one daughter and two sons, 
Mrs. Alexander Stuart Mackay and 
Carlos L. de Clairmont of this city, 
and Dr. A de Clairmont of Toledo, 
Ohio.

| Shoe and Fout Troubles 


HE commonest form of foot trou- 

ble fs that whch the laity speak 
of as “flat-foot,” or ‘fallen arches,” a 
condition which fs, tn fact, nearly al- 
Wrys caused by bad posture, by mns- 
cles weakened through lack of proper 
exercise, agd especially by the use of 
shobs of poor type which limit muscle 
action, especially uction of the toes, 
and gives a faulty weight distribution 
on the foot. 

When the barefoot savage walks, his 
foot “toes in,” and che tues grasp the 
ground at each stev. In consequence 
ef this, the leg muscles, whose ten- 
dons run back of the Inver ankle bone 
and are hitched to the sole and the 
tues, are strong and elastic from use 
and hold up the arch of the foot. 

With stiff shoes, especially with tight 
or short ones, the action of the toes 
is limited or even stopped, and the 
museles consequently lose elasticity 
and tone. 

If one stands much and walks Ht- 
‘le, all the muscles of the leg and 
foot lose strength. 

If one toes out in walking or stand- 
ing (as is easy in a stiff shoe) the 
strain on weak muscles fs Increased: 
moreover, there is a slacking up of 
support on the inner side ef the ankle 
and a rolling over ::ward (not really 
a falling) of the arch, with the result 
of lameness in the arch and in nrany 
other places from strain. 


Every foot can be rolled over in-: 


ward—lif there were no rol! in or out 
we could not walk in rough ground— 
but this should not be the usual posi- 
tio Certain races and certain peo- 
ple, to be sure, have tow arches natu- 
rally, but without feot trouble. Never. 
theless a foot which habitually rolls tn- 
ward in standing 1s aever vatural.

The holdup took:place shortly after 
10 o’clock, while Brydon and his 
woman companion, whose name is 
being withheld by the police, were 
driving at a slow speed along the 
western end of the Skyline boulevard. 

According to Brydon’s story, a man 
appéared out of the darkness of the 
roadside, sprang upon the running 
board of the car, thrust a revolver 
against” Brydon’s breast and com- 
pelled him to stop the car. 

Ordering the woman to remain in 
the machine, the man forced Brydon 
to walk back in the road some 300 
yards and lie face down in the road. 
The highwayman then pressed his 
knee into Brydon’s back while he 
trussed his victim hand and foot with 
stout manila cord and then went 
through his clothing, obtaining $60 
in currency. 

Leaving Brydon helpless, the man 
walked back to the car, ordered the 
woman out and forced her to sit in 
the road while he tied her hands and 
feet together, tore a diamond pin 
from her breast and took her purse, 
containing a small amount of money. 

After coolly surveying the situation 
and admonishing the girl not to free 
herself for at least an hour, under 
pain of death for both herself and 
Brydon, the man plunged into the 
undergrowth and disappeared. 

The woman, after waiting in vain 
for some minutes for a passing auto- 
mobilist, began to work to free her- 
self and at last loosened her hands 
and untied the ropes binding her 
feet. She then freed Brydon and the 
two drove their car to the central 
police station in Oakland and made a 
report to the police, who at once 
started a man-hunt. 


EDISON INVENTS DEVICE 


New York.-~Thomas A. Edison is 
now at work on a delicate apparatus 
which he has designed to effect in- 
disputable communication between 
those whom death has removed from 
this earth and those who yet live. 

It is k:dison’s hope to complete the 
instrument within a few months, and 
he himself realizes what a tremen- 
dous sensation it would create should 
it prove to be successful. He says he 
would not be surprised if responses 
on his new apparatus should first 
come from telegraphers or scientists 
or those thoroughly familiar with 
the use of delicate instruments and 
electric currents. 


Announcement of Edison's experi- 
ment is made by B. C. Forbes in an 
article in the American Magazine for 
October, in which he quotes the in- 
ventor at length respecting the ap- 
paratus. Edison, however, does not 
disclose anything of the character or 
physical aspect of his new device. 

“IT am proceeding,’’ Edison says in 
the article, ‘‘on the theory that, in 
the very nature of things, the degree 
of material or physical power pos- 
sessed by those in the next life must 
be extremely slight, and that, there- 
fore, any instrument designed to 
communicate with us must be super- 
delicate—as fine and responsive as 
human ingenuity can make it. 

“For my part, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that our personality hereafter 
will be able to affect matter. If this 
reasoning be correct, then, if we can 
evolve an instrument so delicate as 
to be affected, or moved, or manipu- 
lated—whichever term you want to 
use—by our personality as it survives 
in the next life, such an instrument, 
when made available, ought to record 
something.”’ 

Edison, commenting upon the mass 
of material being written these days 
about Spiritualism, says that ‘‘the 
methods and apparatus commonly 
used and discussed are just a lot of 
unscientific nonsense.”

Smallpox pits are removed by cov- 
ering the outer skin with a lotion 
which dries it up so it may be pain- 
lessly removed—Iit peels off easily— 
leaving a new, tender, unblemished 
skin beneath. For a time this skin 
is super-sensitive and needs especia: 
care, but such complexions are usu- 
ally beautiful and a delight to the 
women who huve faced disfiguremen: 
otherwise. Birthmarks are cured elth- 
er by a caustic or the electric needle 
treatment, the veedle atrephying the 
tiny veins causing the ugly scar, and 
allowing the normal skin to form. 
Powder marks are removed by plere- 
ing the skin at each mark and inject- 
ing peroxide, which cleans out the 
powder embedded in the cuticle. Tat- 
too marks are removed by re-tattooing 
the surface with a solvent, 

Scars are usually treated by cutting 
and altowing the unmarked skin to 
form again under careful treatments.

Sudan grass furolghes good 
pasture for horses, cattle, sheep 
or hogs. It ts best not to pas- 
ture a young seeding untfl it 1s 
about a foot high. By this time

tramping and pulling by animals. 
A hay crop can be cut about the 
last of July and an abundance
